It is not our intention to be too critical of the law 
as it stands, but rather to suggest changes that could be

At the present time raffles, lotteries and sweepstakes 
are banned by the Criminal Code of Canada, and the At- 


torney General of each province is under oath to carry 
out such law just as surely as if it were a charge of mur- 
der or any lesser crime, so there is little that ean be done 
about such from this point. To change the laws governing 
the above mentioned subject, action would ‘have to come 
from parliament hill in‘Ottawa, 

Our solution to the problem, and we think that this is a 
problem that does need a solution, would be? to allow 

affles, ete., to operate under direct supervision of the 
government and this could be easily done. All that would 
be required would be to have any organization or club 
proceed in the following manner. The secretary and the 
president of such organization would apply to the Attor- 


ney General’s Department of the Provincial Government 


for a permit to establish such a raffle, outlining informa- 
tion as to what was to be offered for prize, its approxi- 
mate value, the maximum number of tickets plapned to 
sell, the price of each ticket, the use to which the money 


received would be put, and any other information need- 


ed by the Government which would help in deciding if a 
permit should be granted. If and when the permit was 
granted, this permit number could.then be imprinted on 
each ticket and in vo doing would give ample proof that

Following the sale of tickets and the actual conduction 


ot the lottery, the winner would be announced and the 


Government then would require such information as.a 
signed receipt from the holder of the winning ticket 
stating that the person had considered the raffle fair 


and that he had won the prize as advertised on the ticket. 


Also other information could be forwarded such as an 
audited statement of receipts and expenditures, the ac- 
tual winning ticket accompanied with the permit that 
was granted in the first instance (to guard against its 
illegal reuse) and a receipt from the officers of the organ 
ization which benefited by the receipt of the funds. In 
this way we see little that could be wrong with the con- 
duction of such a lottery, the necessary funds would be 
raised for some useful purpose, and there would be little 
chance of illegal practises entering into the picture. The 
governinent or the Attorny General would be the decid- 
ing factor as to the number of tickets to be sold and in 
such way would limit the profit realized from the con- 


‘duction of said raffle. 


‘The above has all come to mind through the news clip- 
ping the other day of an Edmonton man to be prosecuted 
for selling tickets on an automobile to raise funds for a 
Central Alberta hockey team. Of course as the law now 


stands the police are only doing their duty to stop the 


sale of such tickets because it is an illegal practise. 
Some might argue ‘‘why should the law be changed?’’ 


| If raffles and like are illegal then they are illegal, and 


that is that. Well in answer to that question we would 
reply that Ireland has some of the finest hospitals in the 
world today and these hospitals have been built and main 
tained mainly through the use of sweepstakes. If it works 
in Ireland, why then will it not work here. 


Other arguments against the use of raffles and lotter- 
ies is that they are immoral, This might be true but our 
doubting instinct comes to fore and questions this. Is the 
spending or donating of a dollar to take a slim chanee on 
winning a new automobile any more immoral 
than the actual doing without such things as hospitals, 
skating arenas or other fine buildings? We would argue 
in reverse that it is not only a shame but somewhat of a 
crimé to do without these buildings or other such neces- 
sities of everyday life when such an easy way presents 
itself for the raising of funds for the actual construction 


of these necessities. No, we fail to see any fault with raf 


fles, lotteries or sweepstakes as long as they are conduct- 
ed honestly and the benefit is to be used for some charit- 
able purpose. At the present time we would assume that 
such lotteries are being conducted without government 
supervision. While this is certainly contrary to law, they 
are being conducted and in the present manner is the pur- 
chaser of a ticket as safe from being the potential suecer 
as he would be if such undertakings were under direct 
control of the Attorney General? We would tend to doubt 
that he is. Only by legalizing a lottery and bringing them 


under Government supervision will lotteries ever become

1. Milk clean cows in clean surround- 


ings free from bad odours which are

3. If you are a milk shipper, cool 
milk as fast as possible after milk- 
ing. Cool cream immediately on sep- 
aration. ‘This quick cooling accom- 
‘plishes two essential things (a) Re- 
tards bacterial growth (b) Prevents 
absorption of flavours, :

Veal does not seem to be so pop- 
ular as ether meats but if well cook- 
ed and nicely seasoned it would win 
a place on both special and every- 
day menus. 

The home economists of the Con- 
sumer Section, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, are of the opin- 
jon that the chief reason why veal is 
not enjoyed more often lies in the 
cooking. Veal requires longer cook- 
ing than beef and is always served 
well done go that the person who 
loves his rare roast beef makes an 
unfair comparison. 

Veal lacks fat in the tissues so a 
generous coating fat over the 
roast gives it colour and flavour as 
well as keeping it juicy. Low tem- 
perature is best for roasting. 325°F 
for 30 to 85 minutes per pound is 
recommended. Leg, loin, rib and 
shoulder cuts make good roasts. 

Veal is mild and therefore may be 
pointed up with a variety of season- 
ings. Whatever seasoning is used it 
should be added with a light hand 


go that the veal flavour is still dis- 
cernable. A few grains of nutmeg, 
celery salt, mace and paprika may 
be added along with salt and pepper. 
Herbs such as thyme, parsley, rose 
mary or savoury go well with veal, 
Chopped apple, tomatoes, lemon juice 
or garlic glso bring out the flavour 
when added to stews or casserole 
dishes.

Melt fat in frying pan and saute 
meat until well browned. Arrange 
pieces in greased casserole, Combine 
corn and milk and pour over meat, 
Cover and bake in a moderately slow 
oven, 925°F, for 144 hours. Remove 
cover and continue to bake 4% hour 
longer. More milk may be added dur- 
ing cooking, if necessary. Yield: six

1% We. boneless stewing veal 
2 tablespoons flour
